The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to teach or suggest the combination of a resistor (as defined in the refractory 
repair art) component, hard bituminous component, metal powder and mineral oil; or the 
improved repairs possible therewith. Claims 20, 21-25 and 28 recite properties of the 
composition of claim 18 which make it especially suitable for refractory repair. While broad, 
these claims are not indefinite (see. In re Miller, 169 USPQ 597) in that they positively limit 
certain components to those having specific properties (such as self-ignition temperature) at 
conditions suitable for refractory repair (e.g. excluding extreme temperatures unsuitable for 
refractory repair).
